If you are starting the 
game for the first time, and if you 
have never shot before, and therefore 
have to buy a gun, pay strict atten¬ 
tion to fit, boring, weight, and 
calibre. Most important of all is it to 
see that your gun fils. Here it is a- 
well to get the advice of tome old 
hand at the game, and also to gain 
practical experience for yourself by 
shooting borrowed guns for a while 
until the right one for you is obvious. 

The sight of the gun-rack at r. 
Skeet Club would be an eye-opener 
to the old, prejudiced trap-shooter. 
Double - barrelled, single - barrelled, 
under and over, pumpguns, auto¬ 
matics, all line up together, cheek by 
jowl. And all the way from 12 gauge 


<! ;v»n past the 10s and the 20s to the 
23s and the beautiful little .410 
gauges, whatever the shooter owns or 
prefers. In rare instances only is 
the pump a good gun for the beginner 
at Sheet, unless he is a wizard at it. 


Sheet shooters use anything from 
trap loads of 7} £ shot to 10 shot with 
good results. The best ammunition 
is the regulation Sheet load of 
number 9 double chilled, put up by 
the manufacturers for this purpose. 
1 he use of this load is Incoming 
universal. There is nothing letter 
i ;' t ivc the required density for clean 
breaks in all gauges and in open guns. 

Remember, a good fitting coat or 
shooting jacket is essential, one 
that dees not bag under the arms. 
Many Sheet shots arc faster than real 
birds, and no one should handicap 
himself with a badly fitting garment. 
Guns have to come up quickly and a 
little surplus ridge of cloth or buck¬ 
skin may just throw enough snag in 
the way to cause you to mis9 that 
spinning target.

It is a mistake to believe, how¬ 
ever, that when this film has formed 
over the finish causing it to appear 
dull and fadpd, that the only tiling 
that will bring it back is rP'fimsh- 
ing. Of course, if the weathering has 
been permitted to progress, until it 
has penetrated through to the un¬ 
dercoat?;. re-finishing is necessary, 
but just as long as there is a luyer 
of the original finish on the car, it 
can bo restored by polishing. Most 
cars just need the removal of the 
traffic film, and the application of 
a correctly formulated polish, to 
renew the lustre of the finish.

A FURTHER STEP 

on the Road to Recovery 


A Statement by the Prime Minister of Canada 


T HE Dominion of Canada will offer for public sub- 
hcription within the next few days the 1934 Refunding 
laoun. It is an undertaking of such significance to 
every citizen that 1 think it lilting to present this brief 
explanation of its close relation to the welfare and continued 
progress of our country. 

The 1934 fxrnn is not an incidental effort. It is a part— 
and an essential part—of the great debt conversion pro¬ 
gramme in which Cunudu has been engaged since 1931, and 
by which we are refunding at maturity the large sums 
1 sorrowed for wartime purposes. The national importance 
of this programme—and of the 1934 Loan us part of it— 
cannot ne over emphasized. It is important from three 
aspects: 1—National Credit; 2—National Economy; 3 — 
National Recovery. I shall deal with each of these in turn. 

I. National Credit 

National credit means to a nution what an honest reputa¬ 
tion means to a man. Its maintenunee is a primary 
essential and necessitates that each obligation no met, 
fully and promptly, os it comes due. Our debt conversion 
programme is then, in the first instance, our method of 
meeting our obligations and thus maintaining our credit. 

By this programme Canada has already refunded 
1858,000,000 of maturing wartime debt, and completion of 
the 1934 Loan will bring the refunded total to over one 
billion dollar i. As a result, Canada’s credit stands notably 
high, both at home and in the great money markets of 
the world- 

Striking evidence of our high credit standing was given 
within the last few months when Canada secured im¬ 
mediate over-subscription of a long-term loan in Ixmdon 
at a price to yield the investor less than 3Ja% and, in 
New York, obtained a one-year Loan of $50,000,000 
pcaring jq(efest qt 2 per cent. And there is equally 
striking evidence at the present moment in the fuel that 
every internal issue of Dominion of Canadu Ronds now- 
outstanding U selling today at substantiully above its 
issue price. The twelve-year 4% Ronds of the 1933 
Refunding Loan, issued at 96 yi, are now selling at 104 to 
yield approximately 

2 . National Economy 

The debt conversion programme, in the second place, is 
providing substantial savings in public interest churgcs. 
The debt which we are refunding was incurred with in¬ 
terest rates at artificially high wartime peuks. Refunding 
is now being accomplished with interest rates throughout 
the world moving steadily downward toward more normal 
levels—an encouraging world movement which is essential 
to business recovery. By refunding under these conditions 
Canada has already obtained a reduction of the previous 
interest charges amounting to more than $9,000,000 per 
annum, and completion of the 1934 lx>un will provide a 
further saving of over $5,000,000 per annum. 

The annual saving of over $14,000,000 thus secured has n 
direct cash benefit to every tax-payer. This saving bus 
much more than offset the interest charges on the debt 
which has been incurred to meet the extraordinary burden 
of unemployment relief. It hus, to a considerable extent, 
offset the heavy burdens which the depression period has 
imposed with respect to ruilway and other current require¬ 
ments. It will also pave the way to tax reductions with 
the return to better times. 


.‘i. National Recovery 

The debt conversion which Canada has achieved since 
1931, by thus maintaining national credit and securing 
nutionul economy, has been a major factor in our progress 
toward business recovery. 

A year ago, preliminary to the 1933 Refunding Loan, I 
took occasion to express the belief that Canada had passed 
the low point of depression and was definitely upon the 
road to recovery. Today, our progress toward recovery 
is a matter of established fact. Since the low point of 
February 1933, the trend of business has been moving 
steadily upward in an improvement so marked and so con¬ 
sistently sustained that we need no longer doubt its reality. 

The facts of business recovery are written bejond dispute 
iri our statistical records. The most significant indices 
relate to physical volume of business, industrial production, 
car loadings, electric |>ower production, employment and 
prices. Here is the record in each case:
